-save the farmers from losses that havestoitaled .thousands of 
dollars annually. There are now about^.'.rtien on the force, 
and'while of course this number canno'.'cpver.flie state very 
effectually in one sense, the men will be in constant motion

and liable to appear anywhere and at any time, much to the 
discomfiture—and more—of real thieves, and also tiie auto- 
liiobili'sls who, striking out from Uic-cilies, tour through the 
rural regions helping themselves to such crops and fruits as 
come" Within convenient reach.
